Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 1 -20 are allowed because there is no prior art of record that teaches an 
array for a transflective liquid crystal display device comprising the specific structural 
relationship of elements recited in lines 4-9 of claim 11.

Ha et al. (US 20030016322 A1 ) disclose an array substrate for a liquid crystal 
display device comprising a reflector on the first passivation layer, wherein the reflector 
covers the channel; a second passivation layer on the reflector; and a transparent 
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electrode on the second passivation layer, wherein the transparent electrode contacts 
the thin film transistor. 

Maeda et al. (US 20020054269 A1) disclose a liquid crystal display comprising 
the individual areas of different liquid crystal layer thickness are either a reflective 
display unit or a transmissive display unit, a reflective means is disposed on the 
reflective display unit, and a transparent resin layer is formed in a portion except a 
portion corresponding to the transmissive display unit.
